THU MAN WITH THE MUCK KAKE. 

In his speech at the laying of the comer stone of the office building of the 
House of Representatives, President Roosevelt cited John Bunyan’s man with 
the muck rake, as an illustration of the magazine and newspaper waiters new 
engaged in criticising men in public life. The President placed special em- 
phasis on the fact that Bunyan’s man always looked down, and could not be 
induced to look up; and he stated that critics of public men w^ere very much 

like him. 

The President’s illustration is not very apt. In the first pla ce, critics of 
today are too frequently compelled to look down instead of up, because they 
find more down than up to write about. In the second place, critics of to-day 
do have ideals of what public men should be, and failing too frequently to find | 
these ideals, have to account for their disappointment. In the third place, they 
do give credit where credit is due, but like all people have at last had the 
scales taken from their eyes, so that they see public menjas they are. 

Critics of to-day, generally speaking, are not like the] man wjth the muck 
rake. The fact of the matter is they are much the same as the critics of yes- 
terday ; but the public men have changed, and to such an extent that they no 
longer enjoy the confidence of the people as public men used to.
